A Mohammedan woman— at least a 
Circassian woman— would welcome death 
ca an altoraatlvi) to life among Christian^;

Mo.st of tho whita beauties 
in tho harems aro Georgians, who ara much 
liko the Circassians, and Armenians. Au 
Armenian would soil his soul for gold.

horses, or cattlo, or goats, or Groanns. Firo- 
arms wora cheap, though, for tho English 
always kept the warriors ia condition to 
Eght Russia. You aro surprised, but that 
ia the exact truth. 
Our soldiers always had 


excellent rifles and abundance of ammuni- 
tion, all of English manufacture, and it cost 
nothing, 


"As I said, there aro faw Circassian girls 


now, and thoy are deteriorating,. from thoir 
life among tho Tiirk?. Some of tho Geor- 
gians aro beautiful. 
But thoy are not Cir- 


cassians. A Georgian girl could be brought 
here, I think. They aro Greek Catholics, 
and do not Cecl tlio Mahommodan hatred ol 
Christians. It would not cost much to got a 
ship-load of Armenian girls, 
Somo o£ them 


vou would think beautiful. 
Thoy have a 


slight Jewish Cflst of countouanco, but good 
forms and dolioato complexion-. 


"Tho very education that girls recolvo wbc 


lira intended for tho harem would send a 
man to state's prison iu this country for the 
teaching, and ought to send him to oternal 
punishment. 
Thoy aro taught to regard the 


vilest tilings as virtues."
